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that is, to looſen, diflolve, and make thin ſuch groſs, and tough 
humours, as lye deep, and remote from the immediate attaque of the 
Medicine, and diſpoſe them ro Evatuation, which is performed by 
the following greater doſe, more EffeRually, and with more eaſe and 
profic to the body,then if the whole number had been taken at once. 
After that your Pills taken in the morning, have wrought once, you 
may drink either clear poſſet-drink, or thin broth, and not. before , 
and drink not too often, leaſt they be forced through the bowels, be- 


_ fore they have perfected their work, 


Let your diet be of good nouriſhment, eaſy of digeſtion, and moe 


derate. Salted meats, old cheeſe, and ſuch courſe fare are.to be avoi- 


ded, during the uſe of the Pill. 

Theſe are the generall.rules, which I propound in the uſe of this 
out Vatican Pill Which being duly obſerv'd, I am well aſſured, 
that they who ſhall uſe them, will find happy Succeſs, and the deſired 
effeAs thereof; and ſhall have cauſe to bleſs God for them, in whoſe 
hands only are the iflues of life.

Which do in time 
amount to foul ulcers, larger, purple,or dark and dusky ſpots in divers 
parts,whitiſh cruſty ſcabs like leproſy, hard to cure ; ſharp pains in the 
legs, arms, and ſolid parts,which are ſtill attended with wearyneſs and 
indiſpoſition to move;the whole oeconomy of the ſtomack is deprav'd, 
appetite loft, much crudity and indigeſted matter load the ſpleen and

Take of Egrimony, Tamaris, and Roman wormwood each 4 great 
handfuls cutt Small,Saffafras ſhaved thin, balf a pound , Juniper berries 
Six onnces. Juices of water- creſfes ; brooklime,and Scurvy graſs,each 
a quart 3 beat your berries Small and put them Fl into a Rundleit' of 
four gallons of ordinary beer or ale z let it ſtand 4 or 5 dayes;then uſe 
it as your common drink, at meat, and all other timesz and in the uſe 
of this, and the Pill, as aforeſaid, doubt not of your Cure by Gods 
help : where Roman wormwood is not to be had,uſe common worms 
wood, but in leſs quantity:and put not in your ingredients till the drink 
hath wrought; 

Another ſpecifick Cure wrought by this PiB, is of the Dropfie, 2/90» 
whoſe ſymptomes are ſo obyious to every Eye, that they need no 
deſcription, only that there are three diſtin ſpecies, or kinds there» 
of, cal'd by greek Authors, Sarcites, Aſcites, and Tympanites, The 
Gr{t ſhews the whole Body tumified with a watery humour between 
the Skin and the Fleſh; the ſecond, the Belly fl'd and diftended 
with water 3 and this'is moſt dangerous, and (if not taken in time) in+ 
curable, .being ſuppli'd with an unceſſant exudation or dripping in- 
ro the city of the Abdomen, cauſed by an habituated weakneſs 
of the-Livet, and other Bowels, The third, called Tympanites, cau- 
ſeth the ſame Belly ro be ſwell'd and ſtretched out with wind, as be- 
fore with water in Aſcites. Theſe are all. cured by the timely uſe of 
this Pill, taken by the Rules aforeſaid z only = need not take 
any over night : for here the humours are thin and fluid enough, on-

It is a Soveraign Remedy for all intermitting Feavers, or Agues, 
and Cures them after the third or fourth time. taken : Obſerve 
ſrialy the time of the approach of your firz and about two bours 
before it, take a large doſe of the P;/, 5 or 6, or more if your body 
will bear it. When you find your fitt coming, drink a large draught 


of pofſet-drink boyld with Carduus. Tf you vomit, drink more, and . 


urge the vomit as much as you can with the poſſet-drink : and when it 
works downward, leave drinking, and waik about your chamber to 
avoid (l:eping ; for that is of evil conſequence in this caſe, 

To conclude, this Pill may be taken ar all times of the year, and in 
all caſes,excepting acute and peracute diſeaſes,deſperate conſumptions, 
great evacuations, with loſs of Spirits and ſtrength : and in theſe caſes 
there ought to be good advice taken, before any medicine be admi- 
niſtred ; Moreover, when the body labours under ſome great diſtem- 
per; with variety of ſtrange Symptoms, and accidents not uſually met 
withal z when the (igns of the diſeaſe are confuſed, doubtful, and often 
changing 3 it is molt probable, that it is not one ſingle diſeaſe which 
afflicts the parient, but that there is a complication of two or- more 
diſeaſes a7. once ir the ſame body: & there being uncertainty in the judg-
